The.Lepanto Oruahes'in the Side of Edam, 


which QoeaDown in a Tew Minutes.; ' 
uw VintK, September Ul.—The steamer 


I^-panto, CaptaiM Itogcrs, arrived to-day from 
Hull, England. She repoits being In collision, 
Septernber 31, with the steamer Kilam, which 
foundered. Captain J<oger«.says: "OnSep- 
lember 'Jli at '.i.P-.-!".,.while, steerliij; west, 
the Weather became, foggy. -'I told, tho chief- 
engineer if the fog continued .we should go 
slow and let the steam down. Shortly after- 
ward wo began to blow the steam whistle at 
intervals of two inlnutcs. The fog lighted a 
little. At l.o p.. in. tin; log had become thick, 
lud the engines were moving at' half speed. 
At 111.10 we heard a whistle close to us on our 
,K)rtbow. Thy engines were stopped and' 
.he helm put hard ai>ort. At 10.1'J p. m. we 
heard a whistle andBawthe masthead ot a 
resscl very close, and made It out to be a ves- 
sel crossing oiirbows from south to north. At 
10.15 we came into collision with the steamer, 
which dragged right across our bows,, her pro- 
)H'!kT going all the time. . After getting Clear 
we sounded the compartments and found 
.he ship unking • no 'water. 
We. quickly 


owcred tliree boats to sivo assist»"ce to 
tlie other ship. At 11.30 the boats. of . the 
Kdaiu, three in all, arrive* alongside with the 
passengers and crew, wlio were at ohc« em- 
jarkcd'. Atll.jooucof the boats returned, 
bringing the chief officer of theEdaui, tbe 
juartenniater,.steward and two passengers. 
At 11.44 'all our boats returucd. nnd we hoisted 
up also two of the Kdam's boats. ' On eifaml- 
natlon wo discovered a largo aperture Ui tbe 
forward compartment,' also Dial tho twv plates 
ivere stove. I Immediately got'two largo sails 
over tlie bows and also tilled up the lower 
fompcak wltli bags of sawdust, plunking, 
etc. fiarly on tho morning of tho '-'2nd a pilot 
boat was hailed; and was engaged for $500 .to 
accompany the I/jpantp into port, there now 
being on board 125.persons. We parsed the 
wreck of the Kdam, which seemed lo Wow lip 
a s s h e went down."

A remarkable Indian Idol was recently 


taken from Horse creek, in Cedar county, 
Mo , the home of tho last mound-builders 
This Indian or Axtec idol, as it Is believed to 
be, is four feet long and weighs Gi pounds. 
In-general ouUlne-or-figuro it resembles- a 
huge lizard or chameleon. It is carretl out of 
slate or lead-colored stone or composition of 
moderate hardness, Is as smooth as glass and 
shown that It Is the work of a person of fine 
Imagination, intelligence and skill, whether 
he lived 1,000 jears ago or is living to-day. 
On a closer examination, the Idol Is found to 
be made up of part of a doren creatures—am 
phlbla, carnlvera, insects, reptiles and fowls. 
The top of the head has the semblance of a 
flat bone plate, and Is shaped Hke that of an 
eagle, with H long, sharp boat;. 
Near the 


middle of the beak Is a horn, like tbat of a 
rhinoceros, and of light jellow color. The 
nnder part of the bend Is shaped like that of 
of a turtle or frog, and Is of light 5 ellow. The 
eyu-Jn like that of an eagle 
It has two legs 


In front and two behind The legs are shaped 
exactly like those of an elephant, have four 
yellow toes on each foot, and the bottom of 
the feet ha\e the spongy appearance peculiar 
to those of an elephant. Between each pair 
of legs on the abdomen Is the representation 
of the plate of bone like that on a turtle. t>n 
the back are two shields, or wing-covers, like 
those oh the back of » common beetle, lie- HJ, 
hind the legs, and about the ralddle'of tho 
tall, extend a row of diamond-shape yellow 
spots 
The Idol Is In a perfect state of pres- 


ervation, and nt a distance of a few steps 
looks as it It were alive.
